But when ? They have no definite purpose of 
repentance, but only the general intention of re- 
penting before they die; and since they wish 
not to glorify God in life, but only to escape his 
wrath in death, they are easily persuaded by 
Satan into the belief, that even should they 
come to the bed of death unconverted, they could 
still prepare for heaven in that awful extremi- 
ty. 

” “Thisidea of preparing to die at death is the net 

in which the devil takes their immortal souls: this, 
the four-fold band with which he leads them cap- 
tive at his will—a band not of brass or of iron, but 
of delusion—a band invisible to and unfelt by the 
wretched captive who is dragged by it to perdition. 
We call this a four-fold band, because it is a de- 
lusion resting upon four baseless assumptions, 
each of which betrays the extreme of folly and 
presumption. 

First Assumption. The sinner who expects 
to prepare for death, at death, assumes that God 
will give him such previous intimations of the

pentance. The extreme folly and madness of this | 


assumption may be shown both from experience 
and from the nature of the case. 

From experience—for the resolutions and vows 
of sinners made in the expectation of immediate 
death are proverbially worthless. 
any thing in the near prospect of death adapted 
to produce genuine repentance, surely its virtue 
oughtlong since to have been disclosed. For 
multitudes have been brought in their impenitence 
to the very brink of eternity, and in this solemn 
situation have not only made vows of fuiure re- 
pentance, ifGod would spare their lives, but have 
professed to have actually yielded their hearts to 
Christ. But, upon recovery, their goodness has 
passed away “‘as a morning cloud, and as the 
early dew.” This is the general fact. If there 
are exceptions, they are ‘‘ few and far between.” 

I'rom the nature of the case—for in such cir- 
cumstances the sinner, admitting that he has the 
use of his reason andis conscious of his condi. 
tion, can hardly seek repentance from any other 
motive than pure selfishness. Had he the pros. 
pect of life before him, then the service of God 


_and of Mammon could be calmly and deliberate.

choice : eternity, with its amazing scenes is just 
opening before him, and he can hardly think of 
auy thing except escaping damnation.

But this is not all. True repentance is always 
the fruit of the Spirit’s operations. When he 
abandons the sinner, whether at death or many 
years before death, his doom is sealed for eterni- 
ty ; for no man was ever converted but by the 
power of the Holy Ghost. ‘To all his other as- 
sumptions, then, the sinner who defers the work 
of repentance for a dying hour, must add this. 

Fourth Assumption. ‘That he shall have the 
aid in death of that Holy Spirit whom in life he 
has grieved and resisted! Can any presumption 
be more dreadful. To turn a deaf ear to the 
calls of the Spirit who is not at the sinner’s dis- 
posal, but is sovereign in his operations, having

Revivals. 

The last number of the Portland Advocate and Baptist 
contains several interesting accounts of revivals in Maine. 
At Bangor, “ nine were baptized on the 24th ult., making 
forty-three since March 22d. The Methodists have also 
immersed ten, and were expecting to immerse a number 
more.

Public Statute Laws of Connecticut. 
PASSED MAY SESSION, 1840. 
An Act in addition toan Act concerning Banks. 

Sre- 1. Beit enacted by the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives in General Assembly convened, That no stock 
of any bank in this State, that is transferred, hypothecated 
or pledged to any such bank, or to any person in trust for 
such bank, or is held in trust or owned’by any other bank. 
ing incorporation, shall be voted on at any meeting of the 
stockholders of such bank. 

Sec. 2. Whenever by the charter of any bank the num- 
ber of shares of stock in the same, to be held by any person 
or co-partnership or corporation shall be limited, if any of 
the stock of such banks shall be held in trust for any person, 
co-partnership or corporation, sueh number only of said 
shares so held in trust as aforesaid, shall be voted upon, as 
will with the shares held by such person, copartnership or 
corporation in his or their own name, equal the number so 
limited by such charter. 

Any person who shall vote upon any shares of stock in 
any bank, in violation of the provisions of this act, shall 
be disqualified from holding any office in such bank, for 
the term of one year thereafter. 

Sec. 3. No person shall be entitled to vote at any meet- 


or body politic, without a power for that purpose duly exe- 
cuted, and on which power shall be indorsed the oath or af- 
firmation of the person of one of the copartners, or of the 
agentor attorney of the body politic, granting such power 
in the words following to wit: “I do solemnly swear (or 
affirm as the case may be) that I am, (or that the copart- 
nership, consisting of myself and are ; or that the cor.

And thereupon said 
Superior Court, or said Judge in vacation, may, if it shall 
appear to such Court or Judge, to be necessary. for the safe- 
ty of the public or the stockholders of said bank, forthwith 
issue a writ of injunction to the President, Directors, Cash- 
ier and other agents of said bank, enjoining them from 
proceeding in transacting the business thereof, to such ex- 
tent as such court or Judge shall deem necessary. And 
said Court or Judge, shall cause notice of said proceedings 
and a citation to be issued and served on said bank, and the 
person or persons, having the direction or control thereof as 
aforesaid, commanding them to appear before such Court 
or Judge, in manner and form, and for the purposes provi- 
ded in the 14th section of the act entitled “ an act concern. 
ing banks,” and may after hearing the parties interested, 
dissolve such injunction, or continue the same, and exer- 
cise in regard to said bank, as the exigency of the case 


may in the opinion of such Court or Judge require, all the | 


powers conferred by the section aforesaid. And whenever 
any of the powers aforesaid, shall be exercised by a Judge 
of the Superior Court in vacation, the proceedings in said 


case shall be returned to the Superior Court for said coun- | 


ty, at the next following term thereof, there to be further 
proceeded with in the same manner as if the same had been 
originally commenced in such Court. 

Sec. 3. Beit further enacted, That so much of the pro- 
visions of the charter of said bank, as is inconsistent with 
this act, be and the same is hereby repealed. 

Sec. 4. And be it further enacted, That this act shall 
take effect from the passage thereof.

An Actin relation to Agricultural Societies. 

Sec. 1. Beit enacted by the Senate and House of Re- 
presentatives in General Assembly convened, Every incor- 
porated County Agricultural Society, now existing, or 
which may be hereafter incorporated in the manner herein- 
after specified, which shall have raised by contribution or 
tax upon individuals, not less than the sum of one hundred 
dollars in any one year to be thereafter expended for the 
uses of the Society, during the then current year, shall be 
entitled to receive in the month of September of that year, 
out of the Treasury of the State, a sum equal to the 
amount so raised by said Society :—Provided, that no 
such society shall receive from the treasury, more than the 
sum of two hundred dollars in any one year. 


Sec. 2. The County Treasurer of each county in this | 


State, in which there is now existing no incorporated Agr# 


| cultural Society, shall notify a public meeting to be held at 


such place as he may direct, in the county town, or one of 
the county towns of such county, on the fourth Monday of 
August next, to form County Societies for the purpose spe- 
cified in this act, and all the residents in such county, who 
shall attend at the time and place aforesaid, shall be and 
they are hereby empowered (if they see fit) to form them- 
selves into a society, and upon complying with the provi- 
sions of this act, shall be a body politic and corporate ; 


} may choose a President and other officers, may enact by- 


laws regulating the affairs of such corporation, not incon- 
sistent with the laws of this State, and compel the due ob- 
servance thereof by suitable penalties; may sue and be 
sued and do all things necessary for the well ordering of 
the affairs of the corporation; provided, that before any 
such corporation shall be entitled to the privileges of this 
act, they shall lodge with the Secretary of this State a copy 
of their articles of corporation. 

Sec. 3. Every Agricultural Society which shall claim the 
said allowance out of the public treasury, shall, in the 
month of September annually, file in the office of the Se- 
cretary of State, a certificate signed by the President and 
Treasurer of said Society, specifying under oath, the 
sum totally raised by said Society as aforesaid. And the 
Comptroller of public accounts is hereby authorized and 
directed to draw on the Treasurer in favor of said Society, 
for the sum to which such Society may be entitled. 

Sec. 4. Every Agricultural Society which shall receive 
the said allowance from the Treasury of the State, shall of- 
fer annually, by way of premiums, or shall otherwise apply 
to their discretion for the encouragement or improvement 
of agriculture or manufactures, the whole amount so receiv- 
edfrom the State, together with an equal amount received 
from the contributions or taxes of individuals. And said 
society shall also transmit to the office of the Secretary of 
State, in the month of January annually, a statement of 
their proceedings in relation to the expenditures of such 
money, specifying the nature of the encouragement propo. 
posed by the Society, and the objects for which the premi- 
ums have been offered, and to whom they were awarded : 
Provided, that all money offered for premiums which shall 
not be awarded or paid, shall be placed in the hands of the 
Treasurer of the Society, to be expended in like manner 
for promoting its objects. 

Sec. 5. The notice to be given by the county Treasurer 
as required in the second section of this act, shall be by a 
publication thereof in a newspaper printed in the county 
where such meeting is to be held, or if none be printed in 
such county, then in a newspaper printed in an adjoining 
county,which publication shall be for two successive-weeks 
previous to such meeting.

An act relating to Incorporated Companies. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives in General Assembly convened, That no incorporated 
company of this State, which may have’ failed to comply 
with the requirements of its charter, in giving notice of its 
meetings, or which has neglected to pass By-laws to regu- 
late the mode of warning, and the times and places of hold- 
ing such meetings, shall in consequence thereof be dissol- 
ved, or forfeit the rights conferred by its charter; nor shall 
its proceedings subsequent tosuch failure or neglect, be on 
that account void; but such company may be convened 
by notice to be given in the manner prescribed by its char- 
ter for the first meeting of such company, or by a notice, 
specifying the time and place and object of such meeting, 
signed by the acting president, or if there is no such presi- 
dent, then by the secretary or clerk of such enmveny, pel
